New Club Will Operate on 
| Alamo River. 
Elizabeth Lake Furnishes 
Limit S port. 


Few Full Bags Secured on 
Local Ponds. 


Unattached duck. shooters, who have 
‘been wunabie to lease good shooting 
preserves within a reasonable distance 
of the city, are planning to invade 
Imperial Valley, where sport with the 
birds is excellent. Large flights of 
maiiards, canvasbacks and teai are 


feeding along the Alamo River, and. 


limit bags are assured almost any 
number of visiting gunners. 

A local club has been organized re- 
cently to operate in the Imperial coun- 
try. Charter members are the Rossi- 
ter boys, D. F. Smith, Judge Summer- 
fleld, Judge Williams, Tobe Harris. 
W. Schultz, © L. Shinn and other 
Sportsmen. The sunners expect to 
pull off thefr opening shoot some time 
this week. Membership in the club is 
limited to thirty, and the roll call is 
aimost full. 

No attempt will be made to build a 
Permanent clubhouse at present, and 
no blinds are to be constructed. The 
ducks feed over a wide stretch of terri- 
tory in the Intperial district, and 


fixed blinds would be of no use with | 


the ever-changing flights of the birds 

The local gunners are to pitch two 
large tents, one for sleeping quarters 
and the other a cook tent, together 
With cots to accommodate a dozen 
men. Two boats have been secured. 
oo shipped down to the site of the 
club. 


The club will operate about nine 


miles West of Brawley on the Alamo 


River, about 300 yards from the rail- 


road bridge at that point. Members}! 


of the squad are to visit the club once 
a week. 

The cost of the shooting will be less 
than for membership in a club owning

Fielding averages must not be con-! 


sidered. too seriously in making a se- 
lection, for when a man plays an all- 
around game at the bat and on the 
bases. he certainly is a good enough 
fielder to hold up his end sufficiently 
to make the inside work count. 
‘In making the selections for the All- 
American team every man is chosen 
those of his position. There may 
other players who would work bet- 
ter at third than Lord of Boston, but 
he is selected from among the sa Ws 
alone. 


THE BEST PITCHER. -_ 


To begin in the box, there was no 


pitcher in either league who cor- 


pared with Matthewson of New York 
Nationals in effectiveness against the Do 


first-class teams. With only ordi- 


nary support behind him he beat the 


big teams consistently, and that is 
what counts in baseball. A man who 
can be relied upon in the critical 
series is the man who is worth his 
salary twice over. 

. Only one pitcher in either league has 
a better average on the season than 
Matthewson, and he is Sam Leever of 
Pittsburgh, ‘but Leever worked in less 
than one-third as many games as the 
New York star. He won nine and lost 
one, with a percentage of .900; Mat- 
thewson won twenty-six and lost six, 
with a percentage of .813. Mullin of 
the Detroit Americans won more 
games than any other pitcher, twegty- 
nine, but he lost eight, bringing his 
percentage to .784. Brown of the Chi- 
cago Cubs won twenty-eight and lost 
nine. giving him a percentage of .75/. 
Matthewson, Mullin and Brown would 
make a great trio for an All-Ameri- 
can aggregation. 

There are few good catchers this 
year, Kling being out of the game, 
and Sullivan, Bresnahan and Criger 
going back so badly that — ee 
men came in the front. gan, of 
the Boston Americans, sdanene high up 
in the batting, and is a general all- 
around good man, but his work last 
year was nothing extra, and it will 
take another season to prove that his 
good form this year was not an acci-| 
dent.

Stahl, of the Boston Americans, ijeads 
the first sackers in batting, and his 
fielding is good, yet it is doubtful 
if he can be classed with the best. 
Hal Chase is the superior of all the 
first basemen in fielding, and he is 
well up in batting. He is capable of 
being &he star of the country for 
years, and with a first-class team 
would shine brilliantly. He seems the 
logical choice on the year’s work. 

There are any amount of good sec- 
ond basemen. It is a hard choice be- 
tween Collins, Lajoie and Evers 
while Miller and McConnell are close 
up.
